Excisions have been made from these pages in order to protect 
information exempt from disclosure pursuant to the following 
subsections of Title 5, United States Code, Sections 552: 

(b)(7)(C), (b)(7)(D), and (b)(2). See form 4-694a enclosed for 

an explanation of these exemptions. / 7 ^\ 

Pursuant to your request, 84 pages were reviewed ana 84 
pages are being released. 

Notations have been made in the margins of the enclosed 
pages indicating specific exemptions applied to excised portions 
of the material. 




The enclosed material is from the main investigative 
file in which the subject of your request was the subject of the 
investigation. For your information, the name of T. Coleman 
Andrews is shown in this material being released. However, the 
name T. Coleman Andrews was not indexed to the office indices.
